ARRESTED 


*% The Arrest 
WHAT IF YOU ARE INNOCENT? 


Even if you think you are not guilty, it is a crime to 
resist an officer who arrests you lawfully. Respect him. ' 
Be polite and not disorderly. If it turns out that you have 
been arrested illegally, you can sue the policeman for 
false arrest. But remember if the arrest was a lawful. 
one, the fact that you are innocent does not give you 
the right to collect damages. 


WHAT CAN YOU BE ARRESTED FOR? 


Every criminal offense is either a felony or a mis- 
demeanor. Any offense for which you can be punished 
by death or imprisonment’in the penitentiary is a felony 
—all other offenses are misdemeanors. 


CAN A POLICEMAN USE FORCE? 


Yes, if you resist a lawful arrest. No force may be 
used by a policeman after you are arrested, unless you 
resist or attempt to escape. 


WHEN CAN YOU BE ARRESTED? 
A policeman may arrest you without a warrant: 
If he sees you commit a violation of the law—or if 
‘he sees you try to commit one. 
2. If the policeman has reason to believe you committed 
a felony, even if he was not there at the time. 


In most situations a policeman must have a warrant 
to arrest you for a misdemeanor, if he did not see you 
do it himself. 


WHAT IS A WARRANT? 


A warrant is an order signed by a magistrate or a 
judge. It is issued on a complaint by someone, and it 
charges that you committed a crime. The warrant must 
list the charges against you. You can ask to see it. 


% At the Police Station 
DO YOU HAVE TO ANSWER QUESTIONS? 


You cannot be forced to give a statement in writing 
or orally to the police about a crime with which you are 
or may be charged. Physical force cannot be used, and 
the promise of a policeman to help you get a lighter 
punishment in exchange for a confession does not bind 
the court. 

CAN YOU NOTIFY A LAWYER? 

Yes. The law provides that you have a right to obtain 
a lawyer and a right to speak with him privately. A 
policeman or jailer will telephone or carry a message to 


*your family or any lawyer you name.

NEW HEARINGS: GUNS AND POLICE TRIALS 


We will prepare for the next open hearing, scheduled for December 9th, 
on the City Council's proposed new regulations in policemen's use of service 
revolvers and its proposals for changes in trial review board. Chief Layton 
and the police department oppose the Council's new gun regulations which 
would have saved Jerome Powers' life, i.e. that an officer can only use deadly 
force when someone' life is threatened, This hearing may be an important 
confrontation of two opposing views of police-community relations, 


The City Council's proposal for trial boards would change their wake-up 
to a membership of two citizens and one police officer instead of, as present, 
two police officers and one civilian attorney. The Black United Front and 
D.C, Lawyers' Committee have urged a much stronger review board, made up 
of the chairmen of the proposed elected precinct boards and assisted by an 
independent investigative staff to look into every civilian complaint.

As members of our recently organized Council on Human Relations, you have 
been seriously studying and recommending a number of ways our agency can become 
more effective in helping to improve human relations in our Nation's Capital. Among 
your most notable recommendations was the reorganization proposal to increase our 
staff size to 51 and our budget to $334,000. This proposal has received the approval 
of the Mayor and City Council. 


Because it is your plan to discuss police-community relations today, I be- 
lieve the following report will be of some help to you in sounding the call for ACTION. 


REPORT OF THE NATIONAL ADVISORY COMMISSION ON CIVIL, DISORDERS 
RS NE NEON RUM NUOOLON ON CIVIL DISORDERS 


This Commission's investigation of cities where riots had occurred in 1967 
established that virtually every episode of violence was foreshadowed by an accumu- 
lation of unresolved grievances and by wide-spread dissatisfaction among Negroes 
with the unwillingness or inability of local governments to respond, Among the 12 
deeply held grievances, police practices headed the list. 
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The report also indicated that America is becoming polarized into two 
separate societies--one white and one black. 


The tragedy is that all of these conclusions have profound import for the 
District of Columbia, our Nation's Capital and showplace for the nation and the 
world, 


Today, the problem of police practices is one of our major grievances in 
the District of Columbia, Police-community relations have reached a new low 
since its shocking low of 1957 (when the NAACP demanded hearings into charges 
of discrimination by the Police Department) and 1962-1963 (when local and national 
news media headlined the problems we faced), 


Today, our community has a vast accumulation of unresolved complaints 
against the Metropolitan Police Department. In far too many instances, our 
government has failed to respond, As an arm of government, our agency naturally 
must also share in whatever criticism is directed this way. This we must do 
whether the particular situation is of our choosing or not, 


Many unresolved grievances hae led to widespread dissatisfaction and un- 
rest in our community and a rapid deterioration of relations between several segments 
of our community--especially the black community and police. A few are mentioned 
here, 


Ay Complaint of Alfred E, Davis, Negro Private, Metropolitan Police Department 


Filed complaint against promotion practices of the Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment in 1966, Hearing panel over-ruled by Commissioners in 1967. Filed again 
in August, 1967, Council on Human Relations received no cooperation from 
Metropolitan Police Department in investigation of either complaint, Com- 
plainant was transferred to 9th Precinct -- called "Hell Hole" -- in May, 1968, 
reduced to foot patrolman and weekends taken away. Following protests of 
many groups (including Council on Human Relations) the Metropolitan Police 
Department promised to furnish data for hearing, I have set July 21 as deadline. 
Until three weeks ago, Metropolitan Police Department officials have stead- 
fastly maintained case was closed. 


2. Edward W, Jones, Negro Private, 11th Precinct 
He is a 19-year veteran with the Metropolitan Police Department and worked 


in the 11th Precinct for 14 years, Supported complaint of Alfred E. Davis, 
his partner, In April, 1967, was transferred from police wagmnduty to foot 
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patrol in No, 12, Filed complaint with Commissioner's Council on Human 
Relations. Request was made by Equal Employment Opportunity Officer for 
re-transfer during investigation of complaint. Many from community, 
especially Southeast residents, praised community work of Private Jones and 
urged his re-transfer. Metropolitan Police Department failed to cooperate 
with Commissioner's Council on Human Relations in investigation or in re- 
transfer in spite of repeated verbal and written requests. 


Carl H. Siler, Negro Private, 12th Precinct, Metropolitan Police Department 


Charged with assaulting two officers in process of his arrest on September 15, 
1966. His nose was broken during one of two scuffles with police. One of the 
white officers was treated for sprained fist and bruised knuckles. Grand Jury 
refused to indict Siler on any of the criminal charges. The Court of General 
Sessions found him guilty of one minor infraction, that of driving without 
headlights. He paid a $5.00 fine. 


He was brought before Trial Board in December on several charges made by 
police. Trial Board recommended dismissal, Commissioners over-ruled and 
reinstated Mr. Siler with back pay. Meanwhile, Private Siler filed a complaint 
of discrimination with Commissioner's Council on Human Relations in December, 
1966. However, the Metropolitan Police Department has failed to cooperate 

in the investigation of this complaint in spite of repeated verbal and written 
requests. Many in community expressed indignation that the Police Trial 

Board "had clearly stepped beyond all precedents in its attempts to have 
Private Siler dismissed from the force," 


Officers associated with Private Siler state they were constantly harassed 
by higher police officials. 


Sampson Jefferson and B. W. Rouse, Negro Privates, Special Operations 
Division, Metropolitan Police Department 


Officers complainted to Commissioner's Council on Human Relations on 
January 29, 1968, after reportedly witnessing several officers brutally beat 
and kick three juveniles. One of the officers reported harassment by police 
following referral to Department for investigation. Complaint still pending 
before Metropolitan Police Department. 
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Carrington Hayes, Negro Private, 9th Precinct, Metropolitan Police Department 


Filed complaint regarding incident similar to case of Carl H, Siler, Officer 
claims attempts to pull him out of his car by members of Special Operations 
Division "for no reason," Says he received different treatment when they 
discovered he was a police officer. Hayes was sent to Police Trial Board 

and found guilty "of conduct unbecoming to a police officer." Appealed action 
roughly three weeks ago. His complaint of employment discrimination now 
pending before Commissioner's Council on Human Relations, 


Officer Alexander, Negro, 13th Precinct 


Complained of incident in No. 12 Precinct similar to that experienced by 
Private Carl Siler shortly after the Hayes incident, Case referred to his 
sergeant by Officer Alexander and to Captain Tilmon B, O'Bryant for action. 


Off-Duty Shooting Incident by Four Police in the 6th Precinct 


Four off-duty police involved in a drinking and later a shooting spree in front 
of the home of the president of Howard University on February 2, The rumor 
was first called to the attention of the Commissioner's Council on Human 
Relations early afternoon of the following day by reliable sources. This led 

to inquiry by the Commissioner's Council on Human Relations to get additional 
information, News media also contacted the Commissioner's Council on 
Human Relations for verification, Staf£ contacted a Howard University 
employee and did ascertain that the incident did occur. Public Safety Director 
apprised of incident. Meanwhile conflicting reports from the Metropolitan 
Police Department arose that incident did occur, Whereupon the Commis- 
sioner's Council on Human Relations recontacted Public Safety Director and 
asked him to thoroughly investigate the incident, Public Safety Director 
called staff to report that an investigation into the incident was underway. 
Subsequent acts by the Metropolitan Police Department relating to assignment 
to coveted station house duty and a fine rather than more punitive measures 
provoked charges from the community of "double standards" and that the police 
considered themselves "above the law," 


Many residents of the Sixth Precinct reminded Commissioner's Council on 
Human Relations' staff of their 1965 complaints against Private Paul M. Angell, 
one of the accused, who was considered "habitually guilty of misconduct." 

This fact was discussed in my October 18, 1965, letter to the Chief and the 
former President of the Board of Commissioners, copies of which were sent 
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to the Mayor, Deputy Mayor and Public Safety Director following the 
February, 1968, incident, 


Private Thomas R, Owens, White, Administrative Clerk, Special 


Division, Metropolitan Police Department 


Off-duty officer accused of throwing a tear gas grenade at Poor People's 
Campaign marshalls near Ressurection City. 


Following this incident, citizens reminded staff of the June 5, 1965, complaint 
of retired Detective Sergeant Miller A. Dixon against the officer in question, 
The complaint was first filed in the 13th Precinct, A month later, complainant 
received advice from the Commissioner's Council on Human Relations to file 
with the Complaint Review Board following mounting medical expenses and 

no action on the part of the 13th Precinct, 


Complainant indicated retaliatory charges by the Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment and the Office of the Corporation Counsel's Law Enforcement Branch 
made against him, as well as continuous harassment following the filing of 
his formal complaint. 


After more than a year, a special Police Trial Board exonerated the two 
white officers accused of brutality, 


A recent query by Commissioner's Council on Human Relations! staff of the 
status of the Owens' case received the following responses from the Public 
Safety Director: 


a. The special trial board issued an unanimous decision of not guilty, (Reports 
have come to our attention that trial board member Alexander Benton gave 
a dissenting opinion on one of the officers involved in this incident. ) 


b. The policy of carrying pistols is undergoing Metropolitan Police Department's 
exploration, Provisions of D, C. Code permit police officers to carry 
extra hand guns in addition to those issued by the Department, (Our 
Commissioner's Council on Human Relations is presently awaiting a report 
from an ad-hoc citizens committee on police use of weapons, ) 


The questions raised by the community are yet unanswered in both cases in- 
volving Private Owens, 
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9, James T. Witcher, Negro, 21-Year Old Employee of Northeast Youth Center 


Complainant shared podium with Public Safety Director as guest of luncheon 
meeting of Near Northeast Business and Professional Association, and defended 
police against accusation of too little use of force during April disturbance. 
Later that same day, Mr. Witcher alleged arrest and beating by 9th Precinct 
white officers. Following tense situation surrounding incident, complainant 
referred to the Commissioner's Council on Human Relations was advised and 
assisted by staff in filing criminal charges before United States Attorney's 
office, United States Attorney failed to prosecute because of insufficient 
evidence, Six civilian witnesses and two 9th Precinct Negro police officers 
testified in Mr. Witcher's behalf. Mr. Witcher has requested the Commis- 
sioner's Council on Human Relations to forward complaint to the Civil Rights 
Division, Department of Justice. 


10. Josiah Haynesworth, Negro, 20-Year Old Vista Volunteer 


Following second arrest of Mr, Haynesworth on March 3, 1968, the Mayor 
directed the Public Safety Director and the Commissioner's Council on Human 
Relations to investigate and report to him on the incident surrounding the 
arrest, On March 5, an investigation panel was named by the Commissioner's 
Council on Human Relations and a full investigative report was requested 

from the Metropolitan Police Department for use in the Council on Human 
Relations' investigation, On April 22, the Commissioner's Council on Human 
Relations received a narrative of Corporation Counsel's hearing dated April 14, 
which was held on March 29, Our request was ignored. 


On July 9, the Commissioner's Council on Human Relations' Police- Community 
Relations Committee, chaired by Rev. M. Burton, held an investigative 
hearing, None of the nine police officers who were invited through the Office 
of the Public Safety Director to appear, attended, Upon inquiry, Commis- 
sioner's Council on Human Relations received a letter dated July 8, from the 
Executive Assistant to the Public Safety Director that the Mayor had ap- 
proved their recommendation of several months ago "to the effect that the 
investigation of the arrest be terminated," Following a meeting of the 
committee chairman and staff, with the Mayor, and other top officials, the 
complaint has been referred to the Complaint Review Board with the reluctant 
acceptance of Mr. Haynesworth's lawyer.

66 Grievances of 50 Negro Officers 


Fifty Negro officers whose morale has been at a low ebb for some time shared 

66 of their grievances with the Public Safety Director shortly after his ap- 
pointment in December, 1967, To date, these grievances have not been answered. 
In addition, a promise regarding a grievance committee or association for 

Negro Opctcers has not been fulfilled. 


Officer Ralph R, Johnson, White, 11th Precinct 


Complaints against Officer Ralph R, Johnson (called "Scar Face"), a white 
officer of the 11th Precinct, lasted for over a year, It reached top govern- 
ment officials of Federal aie District agencies and involved threats of Negro 
youths to burn his figure in effigy and burn down the city, Commissioner's 
Council on Human Relations staff worked with citizens of 11th Precinct to 
bring their complaints to the attention of the City Council. A subsequent 
investigation, directed by the Mayor, of the Metropolitan Police Department 
led to the medical disability discharge of the officer, 


justifiable Homicide 


Several recent cases of black persons being shop and killed by white police 
have been ruled justifiable homicide and questioned by many segments of the 
community. 


Charges of Indiscriminate Use of Tear Gas and Other Complaints of Brutality 
Following the April 4 and June 24 Tension Problems 


On both occasions, Commissioner's Council on Human Relations’ members and 
staff received many calls of indiscriminate use of tear gas, verbal abuse, 
physical abuse, harassment and double standards in curfew enforcement. Many 
persons have indicated they would be available for testimony before the City 
Council, should such hearings be scheduled. 


Complaints of Members of the Commissioner's Council on Human Relations 
The Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Deputy Director and Special Assistant to the 


Executive Director for Community Relations all have made charges of recent 
misconduct on the part of Metropolitan Police Officers. 
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16. Highly Confidential Letter to Public Safety Director 


A March 29th letter from your Executive Director to the Public Safety 
Director gave "warning signs" of negative developments in the Metropolitan 
Police Department, The increasing retirements of officers responsive to 
the community, concerns about the use of lethal and non-lethal weaponry 
by police, questions raised about the future of the reserve corps, grievance 
machinery, the insistence that officers make arrests rather than prevent 
them and other points were included, The letter was simply referred to 
lower echelon officials. Four days later, we were in the midst of a civil 
disturbance, 


SUMMARY 


There is no doubt we are facing a serious dilemma in police-community 
relations, Being on the front line in over 110 tension cases during the fiscal year 
has posed a challenged to the health of your staff, 


The report of the Executive Director reacting to the report of the 
National Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders is again referred to your atten- 
tion for suggested remedies to the plight of every person who works here, visits 
or lives here. I know there must be many more recommendations you have as well, 
Our responsibility is loud and clear, We have two strong points in our favor:

"ON BLACK POWER" 


In the last four weeks, two little words have done more to 
frighten, confuse, antagonize, divide, irr:.cate, upset, bewilder 
ang strengthen Americans than any other tw: words in America's 
history. 


Black Power! 


To many, these words are an end in themselves -- black nationalism 
or black supremacy. 


To others, they represent a means -- a coalition of black energies 
and white followership to achieve an end -- and in-gathering of 
one group to achieve its rightful place ina democratic society 
with support by sincere whites. 


Whatever the intended interpretations were of those who first 

used it in today's freedom struggle, the original concept has been 
deliberately distorted, outrageously misrepresented ana hysteri- 
cally falsified by self-righteous, old-fashioned leaders and 
opinion-makers, black and white. 


Who are these merchants of distortion? 

They are the same leaders, black and white, who have lost contact 
with the Negro masses and who today are the fading aristocratic 
colonials of the civil rights movement. 

They are the same newspapers and magazines which practice the > 
most vicious racial discrimination in their employment and 
editorial policies. 

What really is "Black Power?" 


Let me go back one year. 


Last year, on May 28th, I gave a speech in Chicago titled: "“March- 
ing Blacks, 1966 -- A Black Position Paper for America's Negroes." 


In this speech, I called on Negroes to seek “audacious power" 
and outlined 19 steps by which black people could achieve such 
power -- the power of absolute and uncompromising equality.

The Malcolm X Memorial Committee has called this press conference to 
announce plans for a city-wide two day celebration on Sunday, May 18th 
and Monday, May 19th, in honor of Brother Malcolm's birthday, May, 19th. 


As Black people, we have the right and obligation to choose our own 
heroes and legitimatize their birthdays as our holidays. Brother Malcolm, 
more than any other person, has influenced the thinking and direction of 
our struggle for liberation.

(This had come about as a 
compomise after some black participants strongly objected to any 
form of interviews by the sO-called white press). This procedure 
was violated several times by the press -~ and they were told that 
this was being provocative. So, on Saturday afternoon when the 
press, itself, created a disturbance by violating the agreement in 
a very damaging way, those who had objected to their presence from 
the beginning stated to the officials that they wanted them all re- 
moved from the conference for good. 


Not knowing that these men meant this seriously, the conference 
press people went ahead with the scheduled afternoon interview 
session. I was in the room set aside for interviewing when a group 
of no more than 5 or 6 men came storming in. Shouts of "white press 
get out" were heard...cameras were overturned...newsman scrambled 
through windows. It was an exciting three or four minutes with 


total damage--other than to camere equipment -~- amounting to a couple 
of blood-stained newsmen and one small stool. The incident was un- 
fortunate in one way -~- and yet, as a black man from inside the con- 


ference, it was an understandable reaction by a few, who not only 
felt betrayed by the press at the conference, but also had previously 
experienced irresponsible reporting by their local press time and 
time again. ; 


This incident -- the conference's most upsetting one -— proved 
to be a galvanizing agent. It was followed immediately by a plenary 
session, where all the dissident voices were heard. Emotions ran 
high. Surprisingly, one of those considered most militant, Charles 
"x" Kenyatta of. the so-called Mau Mau's, was the one that seemed to 
do most to bring reason and order back to the conerence. His reiter- 
ation of the fact that we were not there to concern ourselves with 
what was wrong with white people, but to deal with the unity of black 
people clearly brought him into the rank of statesman in the eyes of 
all the pleased, but surprised delegates. From that point on until 
the end of the conference, it was hard work for all. Ladies on re- 
lief from Rochester and many other cities were in caucuses with people 
like Alexander Allen of the National Urban League and field workers 
from S§.N.C.C. The Reverend Jesse Jackson of Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (Operation Breadbasket),,.Black Muslims and 
black Nationalists met with corporation sponsored black executives 
on problems common to all black people -- and which must be answered 
FOvm Nee COUCSOLe OUT ema tG Lar, 


Black journalists like Lerone Bennett, Sam Yette, Hoyt Fuller, 
Cc. Sumner Stone and Dan Watts took part in the administration of the 
conference. Black detectives from the Newark police and black nation- 
’ alists worked hand in hand to guard the conference. The only threats 
to tranquility came when "outsiders" tried to assert themselves. 


Black lawyers, black doctors, black social workers and black 
ublic officials could not be distinguished from black ghetto dwellers 
Pp g G 
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and black activists. All were concerned about one thing -- achiev- 
ing power so that black men and black women could all be a part of 
the American system, by having an investment in it. This goal is 


good not only for blacks, but also for white because people who have 
equitable investments in anything are not EN MOVEG CO destroy eit 
through riot or rebellion. 


Notably absent from the conference were co-called "civil rights" 
leaders like Roy Wilkins and Whitney Young Jr. Their names came up 
at the conference in side discussions many times. A large number of 
the conferees seemed concerned that these are the men so often called 
upon to speak for the black community when neither of them represent 
black organizations. The National Urban League is a conservative 
interracial organization dedicated to fulfilling the unmet needs of 
industry -- they are not activists and they are not black. The NAACP 
surely is not.a black organization because the majority of the decision- 
making power is in the hands of white people. Key spots like the presi- 
dency, the head of their labor and educational units, as well as the 
Chief Legal Counsel all are white. This does not mean that these or- 
ganizations do not do a great deal of good, but they still do not rep- 
resent or speak for black people in the hearts of the cities. 


These men could have, however, added much to the conference -- 
and benefitted themselves by identifying far more closely with the 
biack people who increasingly and understandably suspect the black 
people who will. even allow the label "middle-class" to be placed 
upon them. The tendency is for black people to realize that black 
Americans are all of the one class that Ron Karenga calls the "black 
Classun 


Another unique feature about this convening which would so much 
facilitate the gathering together of so idealogically widespread a 
representation of black Americans was that the planning committee 
represented no organization. This committee was comprised of five 
evidently quite capable persons, who would engender support from the 
black ghetto masses and the so-called middle class. They were Isaiah 
Robinson, Omar Ahmed, Ron Karenga, Cc. Sumner Stone, and Dr. Nathaniel 
Wright Jr. who served as conference chairman. Secondly and perhaps 
for the good of future convenings, no new formal organizational struc- 
ture was discussed. 


Because this was an ad hoc discussion group, all resolutions 
submitted to this temporary body could only be received for support 
of spirit and essence, giving voice to those groups already committed 
to those purposes or strategies. This achieved black unity in a 
tactical sense, yet bound no man or organization to any endeavor which 
he felt counter to his personal choice. The one resolution endorsed 
by the conference Sy shiel apparently felt needed by all -~ was to iden- 
tify all bléck Americans as Black Americans, rather than as Negroes. 


Thus, from inside the conference, this increased pride in blackness 
seemed to be the most refreshing new light of all.

Uungillingness to allow black self-determination to emerge, 

In our city, self defeating governmental welfarism has been replaced, tempor- 
arily, by corporate colonialism, The corporate sector has been willing to deal 
positively with black people, only to the cxtent that their corporate interest could 
be preserved.

In connection with these telegrams, Mr. Hobson made the following statement: 


"No issue goes more directly to the heart of the civil rights struggle than 
the issue of substandard wages. Civil rights are meaningless to a people 
crushed in poverty by exploitative wages. 1t should be also noted that in 
this issue as in all civil rights issues, justice for the Negro is in the 
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direct interest of the entire population. A city in which suosvancard weges 
prevail is a sick city, and employers who pay these wages are, in effect, 
subsidized by the taxpayers. Poverty benefits no one. It is gur intention 
in CORE to mobilize the widest possible support for Senators Morse's Bill, S860.

It is ironical that Detriot's Superintendent of the Public

Civil Rights Commission. This committee will investigete and suggest 
remedies for segregated and inferior schools in ghatts areas of the 
North. Long regognized inequalities in Detriot's public schools 
have not been alleviated in the decade of the Superintendent's

MONUMENTAL TRAGEDY 


In our community, there is going up 
a new Hine Junior High School. Any 
new addition to the school system 
1s a source of pride for all citi- 
zens of the District; however, like 
many other worthwhile and necessa- 
ry projects, it is too little,and 
too late. The tragedy is that the 
building will be too small to ade- 
quately serve this Southeast 
neighborhood. It is horrible for 
one to comtemplate the frustration 
that will ensue once the new builda- 
ing is completed.

We feel justified in expressing our 
concern at this time. If you feel 
that your child deserves the best 
in education-make your desire known 
to us.

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MONUMENTAL TRAGEDY 


In our community, there 1s going up 
a new Hine Junior High School. Any 
new addition to the school system 
is a source of pride for all citi- 
zens of the District; however, like 
many other worthwhile and necessa- 
ry projects, it is too little,and 
too late. The tragedy is that the 
building will be too small to ade- 
quately serve this Southeast 
neighborhood. It is horrible for 
One to comtemplate the frustration 
that will ensue once the new build- 
ing is completed. We also feel it 
is senseless to build an institu- 
tion that adds only beauty to the 
educational enterprise, but not 
Substance. Overcrowding conditions 
will reappear soon after the com- 
pletion of the school, 


Why school officials will not face 
the realities of conditions in 

this neighborhood is beyond our 
comprehension. The building was 
obsolete before the foundation was 
laid; however, the most cruel as- 
pect of this situation is that 
school officials will not reconsid- 
er the original capacity of the 
school and build to more realistic 
specifications, There are sone 

who contend that a new school is 
better than none. This may be true, 
but a greater truth is that after 
many years of protest, we will have 
this bullding and it will be dea 
Signed for conditions that existed 
twenty years ago. Ina final sense, 
this building will be a monument t- 
bad administration. 


At the last meeting of the board 
of Education, Dr. Johnson made gsey- 
¢ral statements of disturbing con- 


cern for all of us. The most im- 
portant statement declared that the 

eC. School System does not have 
able men administratively. Perhaps 
the new HINE Junior High School is 
a result of inevt Planning and me- 
diocre planners, 


We are not satisfied with the pro- 
posed new building... We are not sat- 
isfied because our Children are not 
Satisfied. We expected more because 
our children expected more. This 


outdated structure raises the ques- 
tion of whether the educational sys- 
tem is interested in educating our 
children in a school or confining 
our children to a dungeon. We 

raise this question because the pro- 
cess of education is complex even 
when you have all of the fundamen- 
tals. It is brutal to ask a studert 
to stop moaning and complaining 

when he feels cramps in his legs 
from standing through a 50 minute 
session. 


We feel justified in expressing our 
concern at this time. If you feel 
that your child deserves the best 
in education-make your desire known 
to us. Remember. it is your child's 


future that hangs in the balance.. 
So in the near future, you will 
watch with joy your children rush 
off to that monument that shall 
call itself & school, but when we 
visit the monument and see students 
sitting in windows, then our con- 
science will cry out -a tragedy, a 
monument to tragedy.

‘Perhaps one of the most intriguing steps in advancing our democracy has 
been the declaration of ''war on poverty. '! Increasing the employability of many 
by the teaching of skills in keeping with the industrial needs of the '60s, pro-

The Union View on Labor Relations 


For years and years and years, Uncle Sam has made it clear that private 
labor has the right to sit down with private management and negotiate contracts. 
on matters of pay, conditions of employment, settling of grievances, anda host 
of other related items. But less than three years ago and with certain restric- 
tions, Uncle Sam agreed that public labor had a right to negotiate with public 
management. Public management and public labor have spent most of the near 
three years laying down ground rules, determining recognition and participat- 
ing in beginning negotiations. There is still much to learn on the part of both. 


Selected for PPA's conference is a panel of truly professional unionists. 
They cover the gamut from the rough and tumble organizing days to the sophis- 
ticated, politically influential and investing financial giant of today. The AFL- 
CIO and its affiliates are national and international; they are political, they are 
business responsive, they are community responsive, and they are part and 
parcel of American life. 


This panel's role is not to talk Executive Order 10988. The role is to 
create for the public employer and employee a real recognition of the union as 
a powerful, influential, economic and social factor in everyday life. Bya — 
deeper knowledge of the private union, perhaps there will be a greater under- 
standing of "little brother'' and how he may grow.
